DETAILED ACTION

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract exceeds 1 50 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 



The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

4. The specification discloses a "flash memory 5", then repeatedly refers to "flush 
memory 5". 

5. Page 13 states, "here, only three combinations are shown", however only two 
combinations seem to be shown, one for each figure 4A and 4B. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 
6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. A control program executable by a computer 
does not constitute statutory subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

10. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

11. Claims 1, 5, 8, and 9 recite, "said predetermined operating elements being 
capable of controlling the external devices transmitting the control signals from said 
control signal transmitting device". This is contrary to the disclosure, as the external 
devices are not disclosed as transmitting control signals. Perhaps this should read, 
"said predetermined operating elements being capable of controlling the external 
devices by transmitting the control signals from said control signal transmitting device". 

12. Claim 1 recites "a control target determining device that determines one of the 
external devices to be controlled by each of said predetermined operating elements". 
This is contrary to the disclosure, as best the examiner can infer, the control target 
determining device may target many devices not only one. 

13. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is unclear what problem the applicant is trying to address or how the invention solves it. 
The claim language as it stands does not enable one skilled in the art to construct such 
an apparatus. Given that such a structure as claimed were constructed, it is unclear 
how one would use it.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

15. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

16. Claims 1,5, 8, and 9 recites the limitation "the external devices transmitting the 
control signals from said control signal transmitting device". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

17. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example the 
claims use the phrase "respective ones" repeatedly without a clear meaning.
